aad featenced to die, but had made his 
efcape from goal. What is moft re- 
markable, the judge who tried Durand, 
{wore to Mr. Barolett being the identical 
perfoo that he tried; thegoaler, and five 
othér perfons, corroborated his teftimo- 
ny, aad the uafortuoate Mr Barolett was, 
ia confequence, ordered for execution, 
which would have been pérformed the 
next day, sotwithManding all his decla- 
ratioas of innocence, had it not been for 
Lord Torrington, who, with that g-od- 
nél of heare for which he is remarkable, 
inftantly, though with great difficulty, 
procured a refpite, aod furnithed Mr. Ba- 
rolezt with means of fending over to this 
town to procure evidence. The very 
iaftant the alarming news arrived, Mr, 
Cotron procured feveral affidavits, all 
clearly proviog that Mr. Barolett wes at 
Yarmouth at the time the murder was 
committed at Bruges, and that he had 
remained ia Yarrouth patil the time be 
was feat there on bufinefs ; thofe affida- 
vits were not fufficient io procure the 
releafe of the uofortnaate man, for the 
judge declased, that they only went to 
prove thata Mr. Barolett was at Yar- 
mouth, ard by no means fatisfied him 
that the perfon in cuflody was not the 
crimioal named Durand, that efcaped. 
Lord Torrington again applied fora 
further refpite, and a few days fisce, 
Mr. Gouch fet off for Bruges, to prove 
the books.that were kept by Mr. Barolett 
for months before and after the murder 


a phenomenon, of 


was committed, withont a fingle entry 
intervening dr being made by any other 
paloa. 

There is no doubt but thst Mr. Gouch 
will procure his reteafe ; but what re 
compesce can be made to'the uafortu- 
nae maa, who, not only has been; chaio- 
ed down tothe fluor, andin every other 
refpe&t treated as a crimiaal, but would 
certainly bave fuffered death had not 
Lord Torrington heard of the affair by 
mere accident. 

The Newcaflle paper, by yelterday's 
poft, ioforms as, that a very fhocking & 
difagreeable circumftance attended the 
execution of William Conningham, up-

The knot being 
on the right fide of the chin, the under 
theriff very humanely rode up, and with 
theafliltance of the executioner, attempt- 
ed to adjak it, but ia the interim the 
poor fufferer got hold of the hangman‘s 
coat, by which means he got on the lad- 
der with his hands and knees, from which 
fituation he was torcibly fhakeo off. He 
then caughe hold of the other ladder, on 
which he ttood a confiderahle time oa 
his feet, calling out “ Murder, morder!“ 
This being alfo taken away, after being 
much convulfed, he expired in fifteen 
minutes. fis body, after hanging an 
hou: and.an half, was taken down, put 
into a coffin, and buried,

They weve preceeded by a 
dul found, refembling that of a diflant roar- 
ing of waves. The evening before it had 
rained heavily, which is extraordinary at 

~ this time of the year, For near a month 
pajt,-a thick mif has covered'land and fea- 
The winds blow with as much violence as 
dusing winter. The fun fhows bimfelf 
but ‘feldam, and always with a bosd red 
colour, phenomena until now unknown in 
Syria, The carthgu.ke was equally felt in 
the Liban, and’ a whole village near Napo- 
loufa, was buried under a rock which fell 
down. The Turks, being informed of the 
difafer at Miffiina, are in the greatest con- 
Sternaticn. 


LONDON, Sept: ts. 
Menday evening the inhabitants of Lon- 
don were Gruck with the gveateft aftonifb- 
ment, from d fpeitacle the mofi beautifully 
tremendous of any ever recorded in this, or 
any other part of the world, The day had 
been remarkably bot, and the therm:meter 
` had rifin Jeveral degrees. At half paf 
” nine in the evening, the air, which was be- 
fore rather dark, became inflantly illumi- 
nated equal to the brightef moon light, and 
a fine Aurora Borealis appeared ; and in a 
Jew feconds a column of fire, of amazing 
magnitude, paffed with an apparent velocity 
equal to that of a fkyrocket ; and in a cur- 
vilmeal direction from the north towards 
the eaft, and then proceeding fiutherly, paff: 
ed over London. keeping its diflance from 
the earth afparently, about the height of 
St. Pauls Cathedral, Its paffage over 
London, as. it appeared to an cbferver near 
Lincoln Innfields, commenced at Co d Bath- 
Sie'ds, paffing over Holburn, the Tempe, & 
fo on towards Surry Hills. From this co- 
dumn cf fire, which appeared te be d flameas 
vivid as is ever feen in the hottef furnace, 
other fnall parts of it, apparently of the di- 
amiter of fix inches, fell towards the 
ground, and difsived in the air ; while the 
‘greater body (i'l maintained its direction as 
abovementicned, difblaying all the prifmatic 
colours of the rainbow. The conflernation 
and panic which this occafisned in the minds 
of the many thoufands who obferved it, was 
very greit, and if its course had ben very 
near the earth, it muff in vitably have left 
proofs of its deftrutiive nature, by commu- 
nicating its flimes to the inhabitants; but 
haphily for us it kept at that difance, as 
not to do any mijchief (as-we at prefent hear 
of.) Various are the conjectu-es as to the 
nature of this piancmenon ! A vorrefpondent 
offers the following : From its being of a 
vivid flame, and parts of it falling of in its 
progreft, it feoms to be very diferent from 


thofe luminous fnall meteors which dre often 
feon to fall in the air, (as well in bot as in 
cold weather’ calied by the vulgar, tilting 
(tars, on the contrary, this appeared to be 
a real and funilancial boroning faime, 
perhaps a kind of fiery bubtt dicharged 
from the fich preach of fome new oulcano ; 
and this fiery bullet iffuing from a curvi'i- 
neal chafin made in the earth at its Sirk 
eruption, and proceeding therefrom with 
prodigisus force, and being from its nature 
not much more condenfe than the circumma- 
lent air, maintained that direélion until i 
became abforbed, and loft in the air its pro- 


jeelile force.

Bo greata body of peopte had not 
beca feen oa a like occahon (ince the ex- 
ecation of Doctor Dodd: bat Ryland 
Was she objet thar attracted the general 
Aitention; from Newgate to Tybura, 
the fouad that reverberated from every 
guarter, amidit the immeafe multitude, 
was, “ Which is Ryland !—- There, that 
ts Ryland in the firfi coach!” Exclu- 
five of the ufual accommodations, a vaf 
Humber of temporary tages were erect- 
ed; and gentlemens and hired carriages 
wereinuumerable. Some rooms for ac- 
rommodating private companies, were 
aftuailly let at the egormons rate of from 
fix to tex guineas. 

Notwithitaodiog the valt prefs of the 
crowd, amidit aa aftonifhiag number of 
horfemea, carriages, and people on foot, 
we have got heard that any body was 
materially hurt, tho' many were forced 
down and trod on. 

Ryland was in mourning, aad wore a 
tail-wig Lloyd was drefled ia aa orange 
coloured corded coat, black wailtcoat & 
breeches, and wore black g'oves. Thro’ 
the whole of this wryiag {cene the for- 
mer condacted himfelf with remarkable 
ferenity and forsiiade, frongly indicating 
that he was prepared for, and pertectiy 
reconciled to, his fate; the latter feemed 
to wast that calmaefs which peculiariy 
diftiaguifhed the djing momcats of the 
other. 

The awfal event of the execation of 
Mr. Ryland, which occurred yefterday, 
fhould furoifh a moft ferions and ulefal 
lefva to the ingeaious, the opalear, & 
the patronized. He was poffziled of ta- 
leats that excited envy aad cmulatioa, 
wealth that readered fraud uaueceffary, 
and elevated fricads that gave him con- 
fiderable hopes of mercy. But fiii be

or punifhmeat. 

Aou. 6, Laf Tuefday there was a 
womerous meeting of the Revolution 
Society, at ihe Paul’s Head, Cateatoa- 
ftreet, to celebrase io commemoration 
the anniverfarg of Kiog William the 
third.
